lu these respeits, therefore, Caleb 
Powers is no more than any other 
typical young Kentuckian, fighting his 
way to the BBdorado of fame. 
VICTIM 01-^ POLITICAL PASSION. 

Uui Caleb Powers, as the pfjsslble 
vklim ot political pasaion an<i lu.J.i- 
dke, his lite as the object and price of 
a political campaign, becomea of trana- 
cendent importance to the whole atate 
of Keetucky.

Three times he has 
be«n tried lK?foro partisan courts, liy 
juries |iai ked by his political enemic.-, 
uy the Kid of perjured and carefully 
drilled tf'stlmony, backed up by tlio 
whole power of the atate yoTeramcut 
with 9100,000 of reward fuada to bi v 
Informera aad perjurera Three times 
haa. a verdlet ot guilty been pro- 
■ooBced agalnat him, and yet each 
time the atate has rebelled at the v*-. - 
diet aa net warranted bv justiw? or the 
facta 

DARK A0E:S RECAiXBU). 
If Caleb Powera had been ruahed to 
trial and execution In the midst of 
the heat and paaaion that Senator 
Ooebel's murder aroused, it might 
have been forgotten as an act of un 
oontrollable public excitement. Hut 
nearly four years have passed, rea*on 
has resumed its sway among all hu: 
the political clique apeculatlng yet 
upon the magic of Ooebel's name, and 
Btlll the ghaatly tragedy of persecu- 
tion atalka Ita course among the coun- 
ties of t>e Fourteenth Judicial dis 
trict. 

We now look back in horror at 
mediaeval days when men and wom- 
en were burned at the stake or bro^ 
ken to death In agony after a trial 
before their religious enemies, and 
call tlieni t'ip n.ark Apes. Yet some 
thing like this has been going on In 
Scott county In a rxilltical court, and 
there are still good men so blinded by 
political zeal that they eaa not aee 
any wrong In It.

In TJour- 
bon countv. whore the last Powers 
Jury was selected, the votes cast In 
dloated that aa Impartial allotment of 
jurymen would have produced eerea 
Republicans and five DomotTats. Affl- 
davlts were made that the sheriff's 
officer parsed over Republicans and 
summoned their D«'mocratlc neigh- 
bors; that out of 176 men aumrooned, 
172 were regular Demoerata. It waa 
given out that one of the Jurora waa 
a Republican, but It turned out that 
he had been a supporter of Mr. Goe- 
bel. anil voted In the Beckhiam pri- 
mary last spring. 

Kvrry Jury Holldly Pemocrat'c. fry 
Ing political opponents on accuxailon- 
Into which the commonwealth's at 
tomey.aaalated by a notorious and cor- 
rupt criminal lawyer from Cincinnati, 
injected every atom poaaible of politi- 
cal virulence and aeal. before courts 
prejudlclni? every hearing with plain- 
ly expressed sympathy for tho r>ro-e-

But It haa been abundantly proven 
that Powers was a RepubUrnn, that 
he was a dauntless man, that he wai^ 
I elected secretary of elate, and when 
I the movement waa started to rob the 
I Republloana of their ofllcea he Inalsted 
that all the prhrllegee of the bill of 
rlghta aad the eoaatlttttkm be ex- 
haunted to preveat tt Re'^aa sever 
denied that muoh. He has admitted 
that ho may have made mistakes, but 
the very courage that led him Into 
mistakes wai guaranty that he did not 
8tr>op to countenaaee tha aaagea la a 
tlon ot QoebeL 

APPEAL FOR FAIR PLAT. 
He haa not been afraid to admit all 
that he did or purpoaed to do, even 
though tho aocepteJ reiponslblUty for 
It might, under legal cionstructk>n. put 
a noose about hlb TiPck. lie hasn't a 
drop of the coward's blood In his 
heart. When the prosecution bantered 
hhn with not having a "ccmnlptlon fli" 
In court to eaoap9 the death penalty, 
aa Toutaey had done, Powera thus re- 
plied: 

"No, I did not; no, I never will. You 
can turn every stone of this land Into 
a scaffold, every tree into a gallows, 
every home into a grave and I will yet 
be found here as long aa my frail form 
ataya above the <ir%tn turf, fighting 
my caaa and maintaining my Inno- 
cence. And If there ie any blotch 
upon the fair name of Kentucky by 
reaaon of theae triala, that blotch will 
be written by the pen of the prosecu- 
tion. It has never been written, it 
' will never be written by a pen of mine 
i or by my submitting and giving up and 
having 'conniption' flta when I know 
I and the Qod above me knowa that I 
had no mere to do with the killing of 
•enatar Oeehel than any man en thla 
Juiy." 

No finer outburst of unstudied elo- 
quence and intrepid couraire ever 
sprang from the of man. It mlRht 
have been iitlereil by Hull rt Emmet 
himself, who. like Powers, might be 
condemneii !<y political pressure, i n; 
whoae dauntless soul no peraecutloa 
could overawe or frighten. It la Im- 
poaaible to read Mr. Powera' extraor- 
dinary review of the evidence and the 
facts In his own caae without believ- 
ing and feoling that it la the speech 
of a man who abhorred the crime wiili 
which he isi charged more than do the 
men who are piirsiiius; liini and who 
are the political benetlclariea of It. 

When the day comes that Caleb 
Powera ahall be hanged "acordlng to 
the fonna" of Judicial murder, after 
auch mockerlea of triala as he haa had, 
the blackest page of Kentucky's his- 
tory will be written. It will be written 
by the mf)8t vindictive and selfish 
group of tlnie ser\-ers nrul self-seekers 
that has ever been cast up as th» 
flotsam and jetsam of political acci 
dent. And the name signed to hia 
death warrant will go down to oblo- 
i|uy, while Powera' will rise clear aa 
the yeara go by. No crime of politi- 
cal paaaion waa ever yet vindicated 
by time. 

The people of Kentucky, who have 
been appealed to give their votes to 
Backhaul In return for the proml.'sed 
death of Powera, ahould reject the 
proffer with acorn. It has never been, 
and never will be. that Kentucklana 
refuaed fair play to a brave man. They 
should caat their votea for that man 
for governor who la not pledged nor 
committed to any action except such 
aa his cool and deliberate sens - ot 
Justice shall approve, when tho \vliol«> 
case shall '- ive been heard and con
